Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 
28, 2004 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 52 has been canceled, overcoming the earlier objection. 

Election/Restrictions 

The restriction requirement in the Action of July 28, 2003 is maintained. 
Applicants have not reduced the scope of the claims 49-51 and 55-17 as required. 
Applicants intent to submit a Declaration to support all micro tubule stabilizing agents 
and not just paclitaxel, epothilone A, epothilone B, desoxyepothilone A and 
desoxyepothilone B as offered in the interview of February 19, 2004 is noted. However, 
said Declaration has not been received. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 49-51 and 55-57 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for the specific antineoplastic agents 
which are microtubule-stabilizing agents, does not reasonably provide enablement for 
the term "an antineoplastic agent which is a microtubule-stabilizing agent." The 
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specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with 
these claims. Applicants intent to submit a Declaration to support all micro tubule 
stabilizing agents and not just paclitaxel, epothilone A, epothilone B, desoxyepothilone 
A and desoxyepothilone B as offered in the interview of February 19, 2004 is noted. 
However, said Declaration has not been received.
